The Chicago butter and égg board, which is 
now under investigation by the government, 
yesterday thought better of its arbitrary 
demand of last Monday, when the prices of 
butter and eggs were forced up while thou- 
sands in Chicago were suffering under the 
attack of the cold spell and a falLof snow. 

The board tried. to save itself by cutting 
prices as arbitrarily as it raised them. 

There was a lively row at the board meet- 
ing. The conservatives bitterly criticised the 
price committee. The older and wiser com- 
mission traders expressed the belief that the 
committee had forced the wholesale price up 
bey ond the range of maximum profit. It was 
argued that the prices might become pro- 
hibitory to the consumers and that retail 
grocers might ask such high prices for butter 
that the trade would be swung over to the 
butterine dealers. 


Board Restores Former Prices. 

The prices of laet Saturday were restored. 
The official wholesale price of creamery 
butter was réduced from 33 cents a pound, 
the’ Monday price, to 32 cents, the Saturday 
price, before the mercury feli. 

United States District Attorney James H. 
Wilkerson said that the price committee 
of the butter.and egg board would be given 
an opportunity to explain its action of Mon- 
day at the chancery hearings this week in 
the government suit to dissolve the board. 

The commission merchants felt uneasy 


over the report that retailers were charging 


42 cents a dozen for-eggs. The street has 
no strictly fresh eggs. The board re- 
duced. the Monday price of 26 and 28 cents 
a dozen to 26 and 27 cents. 


Potato Prices Go Higher. 

But the potato market agvanced as fore- 
cast in THE TRIBUNE yesterday morning. 
The tubers rose from 72 and 80 cents @ bushel 
to 75 and 80 cents in carload lots.

Federal Court Takes Litigation 
of People's Company and 
City of Chicago. 


HALTS JUDGE SCANLAN 


Appeal to U. S. Tribunal Comes When 
State Jurist Seemed Ready to 
Rule for 75 Cent Rate. 


“IRREPARABLE LOSS” FEARED 


‘The Atigation between the city and the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company over 
the question of gas rates was thrown sud- 
denly into the United States court yester- 
day afternoon. 

Judge Kickham Scanian of the state courts 
had just given a ruling which was neid to 
be in effect a ruling that the Illinois statute 
which gave the Circuit court authority to 
review and fix gas rates was unconstitu- 
tlonal. Then quickly the gas company's 
iawyers went before Judge Kohisaat in the 
federal court and secured a temporary injune- 
tion halting the city In enforcement of its 
gas ordinance, which aimed to cut the rate 
to 75 cents and ultimately to 68 cents. 

The gas company’s bill was set for hearing 
next Tuesday, and until the final order is 
entered the case before Judge Kohlsaat takes 
precedence over the two others in the Cook 
county courts involving the gas rate conte 

In the meantime the gas company is bound 
by the decision of Judge John Gibbons. also 
of the Circuit court of the state, to charge 
no more than 80 cénts for its product. That 
order probably will stand pending the final 
| adjudication of the federal case. 


Ground of Company’s Appeal. 
be Kohlsaat, in issuing an r 
er fs amplat 
ent of the gas ¢ 


plainants property without due process of 
law, in ‘violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the Unitec states 
and would result in a multiplicity of suits

A bond of $30,000 waa filed wr the gas cor- 
BE one as security to the city of possible 
costs and damages that might be awarded to 
it as the result of the granting of the tem- 
porary order. 

The bill placed before Judge Kohisaat at- 
tacked the statute of May 18, 1905, upon 
which the city’s claim to the right to regulate 
gas rates Is based. 


Judge Scanlan’s Decision Attacked. 

But the exact point upon which the case 
was taken into the federal court was con- 
tained in a single paragraph of the bill. In 
part this read: 

In overruling that part of your orator’s 
demurrer which relied upon the pendency 
of the proceedings before Judge Gibbons 
upon your orator’s petition, the said Judge 
Scanian rendered an opinion, a copy of 
which is attached hereto. And your 
orator charges that the effect of the over- 
ruling of the said demurrer by the said 
judge of the Circuit court of Cook county 
was to deny. and the said judge did in fact 
deny the jurisdiction of the Cireuit court 
of Cook county to entertain your orator s 
said petition and to deny the jurisdiction 
of the Circult court of Cook county to re- 
view and determine the rates to be 
charged for gas in the said city of Chicago 
in accordance with the statute of the state 
of Illinols approved My 18, 1905. and to 
éetermine that the salt proceedings had 
and the order entered on the said Petition 
were null and void and of no effect. 


Cites Argument of City, 0 
A still more pertinent reference io the his- 
tory of the case which enabled the company 
to appeal to the federal court was found in 
the same paragraph a little earlier in the 
story. 
In the course ot the sald hea ring,” it read, 
“ counsel for the city of Chicago argued and 
insisted that that part of the act approved 
May 18, 1908, which granted the Circuit court 
ot Cook county power to review and deter- 
mine the rates for gas fixed by the city coun- 
cil was unconstitutional and void.“ 


Text of Kohlsaat's Order. 

The order entered by Judge Kohisaat was 
sweeping and concludes:

Attorneys declared wes Judge Scanlan's 
decision overruling mpany's demurrer 
opened the way for — the case to the 
federal courts, The Supreme court has held 
that every available remedy in the state 
courts must be exhausted before the federal 
bench is appealed to.

Two Hundred North Side 
School Pupils Show Sue- 
céss of 1 Cent Lunches. 


EAT SOUP, BREAD, MILK. 


Two hundred hungry children of the Adams 


school ¢esterday noon attested to the success 


of penny lunches which the school board as 
an experiment began to serve them in the 
spring. They ate seventeen loaves of thickly 
sliced bread generously spread with butter 
and molasses and caused six.galions of milk 
to disappear. The net result was an income 
of 2U2 cents on one side and an equa! number 
of satisfied appetites on the other. 

From an experiment the penny lunch has 
developed into a part of the curriculum. The 
innovation has made the children plumpane 
the little brains grasp thoughts more quickly 
than before. 


Children of Poor. 

Adams school is situated on Townsend 
street, between Chicago avenue and Locust 
street—the heart of “little Italy.” A ma- 
jority of its 1,130 scholars are Italians. Many 
pupli@ were backward in studies and nearly 
all cathe from families in, straitened cir- 
cumstances. In January the school board 
began the lunches to learn if it was food that 
was needed. ‘ 

For & cent the children were served a bow! 
of ncurishing soup and (wo slices of buttered 
bread as thick as mother used to cutit. Beef 
soup, rice soup, vegetable soup, and potato 
soup were served four days a week. Mik 
took the piace of soup on the menu for the 
remaining day of the school week. 

Mies I. M. Schjoldager, the principal and 
the teachers observed the children who pa 
tronited the school restaurant began to 
“pick up at once. The youngsters grew 
stronger and thought quicker. Those behind 
ip their studies have steadily advanced. 


Believes Lunches Permanent, 

“There was a need for the penny lunch,” 
said Miss Schjoldager during the day. 
believe it has come to stay. It has brought 
about a marvelous transformation in about 
200 children. Table etiquette is taught. 
Some larger boys eat two and three bowls of 
soup, and you cant always stop the sipping. 

„We feed them in two shifts. Each child 
is given twenty minutes in whichtoeat. But 
we never send a child from the table if there 
ig still food before it. Club women are de- 
coming interested in the plan. 

* But the children like the lunch as ft is. 
The mothers of a large number of them are 
away from home all day. All they formerty 
had for lunch was @ crust of bread. Before 
the close of the last school year several chil- 
aren wrote letters asking that the lunches be 


continued.“

Beckemeyer drank before 2 o’clock five 
whiskies and three bottles of beer, and the 
Witness three whiskies and parts of three 
‘bottles of beer.

Tells About Attorney’s Fees.

FRAUD AT AN ELECTION. 


Thirty-cight Ballots Found in 
Box After Thirty-five Dele- 
gates Had Voted. 


Galesburg, III., Nov. 14.—{Special.J—War 
on tuberculesis was declared today by the 
health department of the Illinois Federation 
of Women's clubs. 

This decision was taken after Mrs. John 
Worthy, chairman of the department, had 
conferred with Dr. W. A. Evans, former 
health commissioner of Chicago. It is be- 
lieved the federation, now in convention here, 
Will indorse the action of its health depart- 


ment. 
At the conference with Dr. Evans the de- 


partment agreed to recommend taking & den- 


sus of the tuberculosis cases of the state 
with a view to providing forthem. Every lit- 


‘tle club in every little town is to make in- 


ventory of the tuberculosis cases of the public 
institutions of its community and report them 
to the state tuberculosis society. In the opin- 
jon of Dr. Evans this will be an important step 
in blotting out the disease. 


Dr. Evans Asks Women’s Aid. 

It is my sober judgment. said Dr. Evans, 
„that we are not going to get the tuberculosis 
problem solved until you women take it up. 
In doing this you will place humanity under 
obligation to you. You will go a long way 
in helping solve the world's problem. 

„I believe the most urgent need is for hos- 
pitals caring for the later cases. That at 
least would provide for the softer side for 
the humanities. But the second need is for 
eanitaria. 

“The function of a sanitarium 10 first to 
teach. Not so much to teach the sick how to 
get well as to instruct the well how to remain 
#0, to teach the curative powers of God's own 
agency, and from that a greater trust and 


respect of the powers of nature. The great 


erying need of children is not open air nor 
a cold room for a school, but for a better 
system of ventilation and hygienic appli- 
ances than now prevail for the great mass 
of children.“

The lieu- 
tenant governor decided not to receive it at 
first, inasmuch as he ruled that the senate 
had adjourned, and Secretary Whittaker 
carried it back down to the second floor. A 
few moments later Oglesby sent down and 
asked the governor to send back the message 
and was about to have it spread upon the 
records, when the governr gent a messenger 
to the senate and asked that it be returned 
to him, in order that the record of .ae 
transaction be maintained in perfect form. 


Not in Senate Journal. 

The lieutenant governor requested a re- 
cetpt for the same, and therefore the pro- 
roguement document does not appear in the 
senate journal as having been received or 
offered. 

It is in the house journal, however, having 
been read at large, and with it the business of 
paying the legislators an extra per diem on 


the books ae having followed the reading of 


the governor’s communication.
